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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Argument 1, Applicant states" None of 
the references describe an electrostatic objective lens, that is, electrostatic electrodes for focusing the primary beam" The applicant is 
respectfully directed to Iwabuchi (124) Column 5, line 35-41, which states; when a voltage is applied to the deflecting electrode device 17, 
an electric field having a component in the direction perpendicular to the optical axis of the electron beam is generated. The electric field 
component thus generated corrects a lateral electric field component generated on the optical axis of the electron beam when the sample 
stage 10 is tilted, to suppress generation of astigmatism (i.e.keep the beam in focus).Regarding Argument 2, Applicant states" Iwabuchi 
neither expressly teaches nor implies that control unit 18 applies a voltage to sample 10. The connection shown between control unit 18 
and sample stage 10 is required to determine the tilt". The applicant is respectfully directed to Iwabuchi (124), Column 7, line 63-67; and 
Column 8, line 1-5, which states; When a negative voltage is applied to the sample 8, the information signal electron 15 is accelerated 
and thereby it has a stronger energy as described above, and accordingly it is desired that a voltage applied to the deflecting electrode is 
controlled to generate a stronger deflecting action. For example, when a negative voltage is applied to the sample, a voltage applied to the 
deflecting electrode may be controlled to be larger than a voltage applied to the deflecting electrode when such a negative voltage is not 
applied to the sample. The examiner has interpreted that the sample and the electrode 17 are electrically connected.. 
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
